Austrian Government Has 


Had No Information 


DISPATCH FROM PENFIELD 


Says That Until January 4 


the Vienna Ministry Had 
Received No Details—No 
Response Will Be Made to 
Austria's Ancona Reply 
Until Persia Case is Ad- 
justed.

Washington, Jan. 7.—Consul Gar- 


rels at Alexandria, Egypt, today ad- 
vised the state department that he 
had secured affidavits from 21 sur- 
vivors of the Persia including Chas. 
P. Grant, an American citizen, and 
that all confirmed previous 
state- 


ments that "no warning was given 
and no vessel was seen." 


The 
Austro-Hungarian 
govern- 


iment until Jan. 4, was without in- 
formation concerning the sinking of

three-story depot and office building 
of the Adams Express company at 
the northwest corner of Front and 
Butler streets, this city, was de- 
stroyed by fire

today.

loss is estimated at

1200,000. 


Crossed 
electric 
wires 
in the

floor of the building is said to have 
caused the fire. 
During the height of the fire a 


large amount of money was removed 
from the building by John J. Dale, 
assistant general agent and a squad 
of police. 
Mr. Dale refused to state 


the amount of money removed. 


The money removed by Mr. Dale, 


was contained In 17 bags, said to 
contain $1,000 
each, and 
eleven 
chests which contained money, the 
Amount of

learned. A large amount of money 
was In the Dig vault, Mr. Dale said, 
but was not 
removed 
as it is be- 


lieved to be Immune from fire and 
water. 


The offices were headquarters of 


the company, west

and the depot and wareljjuses are 
xtsad as an exchange point and were 
well filled with freight of all kinds. 
•AH of the records kept in the build- 
ing were destroyed. 
Officials ot the Adams Espress 


company issued a statement shortly 
before noon in which they claimed 
that the loss would not reach any- 
where what it was estimated to have 
been earlier in the day. It was 
stated that a large amount of the 
express matter in the building had 
not been damaged by the water or 
fire.

New York, Jan. 7.—The 177 pas- 


sengers who were forced to abandon 
the sinking Greek steamship Thessa- 
loniki at sea arrived here today on 
the steamship Patris of the same 
line and gave vivid descriptions of 
the hardships they suffered during 
the five weeks that the Thessaloniki 
was battered by a series of terrific 
gales. 


On December 23, Christmas day, 


passengers said the supply of meat 
on the Thessaloniki was entirely ex- 
hausted, only a few gallons of water 
were left and the ship's officers be- 
gan to portion out short rations o£ 
the meagre supply of food which re- 
mained. 


The 
Thessaloniki's 
passengers 


were transferred to the Patris with 
! considerable 
difficulty 
and 
were 


' forced to leave all of their baggage 
and personal belongings on the disa- ( 
bled vessel. 
/ 


After the transfer the Patris shot 


a line to the Thessaloniki and took 
her sister ship in tow on January 1. 
The wind increased greatly during 
the night and early the 
following 


morning, the tow line parted. That 
afternoon the iPatris succeeded 
to 


getting another line to the Thessa- 
loniki, but the cable parted for a 
second time early on the morning of 
Monday, January 3, and the Thessa- 
loniki was driven rapidly 
to 
the 


southeast before a terrific hurricane 
accompanied by a blinding 
snow- 


storm. 


Owing to the Thessaloniki's 
en- 


gines being stopped by the water in 
the ship's hold she was only able to 
send out infrequent wireless calls 
which covered a small 
area. The 
Patris took up the search and was 
joined by the Scandinavian steamer 
United States which had turned out 
of her 
course. Captain 
Goulandis 


said he had been unable to take solar 
observations by reason of the almost 
continuous storms and it was for 
this reason, he added that he sent 
out six erroneous messages regard- 
ing the position of his vessel.

Newark now boasts of eight wire- 


less stations, where every day at 11 
a. m. and 9 p. m. the correct time is 
received 
from 
the 
Government's 


most powerful wireless station, lo- 
cated in Arlington, Va. 
Also one 


station, that owned by Lee Risher, 
at his home 42 Pearl street, each 
day receives thie weather report from 
the 
wireless 
telegraph 
weather 


bureau in Ohio State University at 
Columbus. 


The Newark stations are 
owned 


and operated by the following per- 
sons: Haynes Bros., jewelers, North 
Park Place; Fuchs Bros., jewelers. 
North Park Place; Lee Risher, 42 
Pearl street; Paul Horton, 207 Elm- 
wood avenue: Carl Howard, South 
Pine street; Howard Baily, 
West 


Church street; Daniel Forry, 
West 


Locust street, and Rev. D. D. Tullis, 
North Second street. 


The three wireless geniuses 
are 


Risher, Howard and 
Horton. 
Thfe 


trio still are in their teens and have 
been instructed in wireless telegra- 
phy for the past several years. Rev. 
Mr. Tullis, .h'aynes Bros, and Fuchs 
Bros, also installed instruments some 
time ago. 


Baily and Forry are new comers 


in the profession and their stations 
have not been put in operation as 
yet, 
but this will be done within a 


short time. 


The Howard boy is now engaged in 


installing a new sending instrument 
that will allow him to reach a dis- 
tance of 250 miles outside of New- 
ark. 
Most of the instruments pos- 


sess only a carrying power of fifty 
miles, although messages have been

corn boy of Ohio who produced 1532 
bushels corn per acre. Three or four 
years ago Rev. Mr.

Hebron brought a few ears of large 
white corn from near Cincinnati and 
I planted some of it on what 1 con- 
sidered rather unfavorable ground 
and the corn was rather poorly culti- 
vated. On the 1-9 of an acre it made 
15 bushels, 135 to the 
acre. 
The 


stalks were from 12 to 14 feet high, 
short jointed with long broad blades 
and very heavy stocks, ears 8 to 13 % 
inches long, large and very deep 
grain. I hung up a few ears and let 
them hang a year when they weighed 
from 14 to 20 ounces. The stocks and 
fodder were full 
double 
ordinary 


corn. 
They would have been im- 


mense to fill a Silo. 
I think that 


that kind of corn planted early on 
first class grouud with first 
class 


cultivation of a first 
class 
season 


could be made yield 200 bushels to 
the acre, and immense silage
